It was rainy Monday and the Bolton “roosting men” 


went home early to roost.

One of the many disturbing factors in 
the lottery arrests made last week by 
agents of the federal government and 
officers of Fulton County is the seeming 
apathy of the Atlanta Police Department 
and members of City Council’s Police 
Committee. 

Investigation of the ramifications of 
the lottery racket is not a job for the 
grand jury alone. ; 

It is equally—perhaps even more so 
—the job of the police department offi- 
cials themselves. And is in turn the job 
of City Council's Police Committee, they 
being charged with the responsibility as 
duly-elected public officials of seeing 
that the people’s interests are protected. 

A federal investigator has said the 
operation of the racket in question would 
run into “millions of dollars.” Moreover, 
he has described it as “the biggest lottery 
outfit in the state—and the best organ- 
ized and best protected.” 

These assertions, coupled with the fact 
that in a period of 11 days police cars 
were seen at the alleged lottery head- 
quarters 15. times, are a matter of concern 
to every citizen. 

True, the grand jury has pledged an 
all-out investigation. 

Moreover, the federal investigation re- 
portedly is continuing. 

But what the average citizen wants to 
know is what officials of the police de- 
partment—who should be the most con- 
cerned—are doing about it. And what 
members of City Council’s Police Com- 
mittee are doing to check the development 
of the lottery evil with its immense 
power to corrupt and intimidate. 

It seems to us these elected repre- 
sentatives of the people have a duty 
to conduct their own investigation, and 
to do so immediately. One would think 
they would be anxious to get the truth 
first hand and to make sure that evcry- 
thing possible is done to clean up what, 
on the surface, seems an indefensible 
mess.

Truman Cites Dangers 


Of Succession Proposal 


Harry S. Truman's salty weekend in- 
terview, given while on a morning walk 
in New York, was rather buried in the 
crush of the weekend highway slaughter. 

In the great city to visit his daughter 
Margaret, who is scheduled to make him 
a grandfather in June, the former Pres- 
ident was forthright as always. 

He was asked what he thought of Mr. 
Eisenhower's proposal to amend the Con- 
stitution so that the president, if incom- 
petent or unable to carry on his duties, 
may be so declared and the business 
turned over to the vice president. 

Mr. Truman didn’t like it. 

An incompetent man, he said, was the 


_ last to know that fact and was rarely, 


if ever, willing to admit it. 

. Secondly, he said, Mr. Eisenhower's 
suggestion that the cabinet be given the 
power to declare a chief executive un- 
able to carry on his duties was danger- 
ous. The cabinet, he said, was of ne- 
cessity a highly partisan group. It is 
bound to every president by obligation 
and often by affection. It could hardly 
make so important a decision in an un- 
biased and unprejudiced manner.

Since Nasser’s power largely rest, on 
hatred of that country, the United Na- 
tions has ‘no choice but to.enforce peace 
by whatever means necessary. The idea 
of a world police force, now suggested 
by Secretary Dulles, might be made a 
fact in the Gaza Strip and the Gulf of 
Aqaba. 

Nasser himself remains-as the great- 
est bar to peace and stability in the 
region.

Pupils Combine Clay 
With Study of Science

The little girl rushed into the house, pigtails flying, 
her face speckled with spots of colored clay and paint, 
a roughly finished clay vase clutched in her hand. 


*‘Mother, Mother! Look what 
I made in school today!”’ 

This was the result of a new 
subject that has been added to 
the curriculum at Hooper Alex- 
ander Elementary School, 
thanks to the PTA. 

KILN GIVEN BY PTA 

A kiln, given to the school by 
the PTA, has been keeping the 
children busy for weeks with 
ceramics — making ash trays, 
vases, flower pots of all shapes 
and sizes, and animals. One of 
the students, a Cub Scout, .made 
a replica of the Scout emblem. 

Mrs. Nettie Maness, who is 
teaching the ceramics classes, 
says that her fifth grade has 
also been making dinosaurs. 

“We like to integrate our work 
as much as possible,’’ she said, 
“and in history class we're 
studying dinosaurs. So I decided 


this would be a good time to 


teach the children 
about them.”’ 
CERAMICS, SCIENCE 
Mrs. Frances Bennett, third 
grade teacher, helps Mrs. 
Maness with the ceramics’ class- 
es. She coordinate&S ceramics 
with science, letting her students 


something 


create the animals they read 
about. 
“But mostly we just give 


them the clay and tell them to 
create something,” she said. 
One little girl created her inter- 
pretation of Walt Disney’s Dum- 
bo, the flying elephant with 
huge ears. 

The two teachers described 
the process of molding -articles 
fiom the soft clay. 

The children mold the clay 
with their fingers, shaping it into 
the article they want. They use 
no molds. After the desired 
shape has been achieved, the 
article has to dry for about 10 
days, when it is ready for the 
first baking. 

EIGHT HOURS OF BAKING 

Eight hours of baking are 
needed, Mrs. Bennett said. Any 
cook who peeks at her baking 
every 15 minutes or so would 
certainly be out of place here, 
for the kiln must not be opened 
until the clay has baked and 
cooled and the power meter has 
gone back to normal. Even a 
small whiff of cold air would 
crack the clay. 

The clay is then ready for the 
second baking, or glazing. They 
have had only two bakings 
so far, as the kiln has been at 
the school only a month. 

The students are beginning to 
get the knack of it now, Mrs.
